I^VERY pioneer in early Canadian days had to be 
able to pull himself up by his bootstraps because 
otherwise he and his family would not have surviv¬ 
ed. A man had to be strong and self-reliant if he 
was tri overcome the handicaps that Nature imposed 
at the price of production of food and fiber and In 
this accomplishment, his wife was his full partner. 

These pioneers were not rugged individualists, as 
some persons are fond of listing them. They were 
rugged co-operators. JThey banded together when¬ 
ever the need arose. Their “bees”-were numerous 
and constructive. They would “hold a bee” when¬ 
ever there seemed to be a fair reason and the reason 
did not have to be so very substantial because these 
“bees” were thqir reunions and neighborly festivals. 
They would cut, peel and mortice the logs and throw 
up a stout, weather-resisting home in marvelously 
quick time with a chosen foreman, who was also 
master of ceremonies, inspector and cheer leader. Or 
it might be a stump fence’s erection, or a land clear¬ 
ing with a fleet of stoneboats, or any one of a score 
of jobs that would have taken one man months hut 
that took a “bee” only a day or two. 

Actually the early upbuilding of Canada by a pop¬ 
ulation, predominantly agrarian, was dependent on 
co-operation. There was a constant exchange of 
work and commodities between the farm homes. 

No one worried over marketing of products be¬ 
cause almost-all the farmer’s business was done on 
a barter basis. He “traded in” with the merchant 
for sugar, tea, a piece of cloth and the afore-men- 
tioned boots and took a side of beef to the family 
doctor in payment for services. 

It was only when the farmer had to buy for cash 
and sell far cash that the basic co-operation was 
disrupted, to the pain and injury of agriculture. He 
was subjected to forces over which he had no control 
—forces that compelled him .to sell at prices in 
which ha had no voice and to buy at prices in which 
ho had no voice. 

The Dominion Natural Products Marketing Act, 
that the Federation of Agriculture has placed in the 
hands of the Dominion government, will bring about 
that reform that will give the farmer a measure of 
control over the prices at which the food and fiber 
that he has produced, shall be sold. It will ensure a 
revival of the pioneer’s co-opevation, stream-linen 
to meet modern conditions. ,

Alberta organizations have pre¬ 
sented their case before the Board 
of Transport Commiss oners, pro¬ 
testing the proposed 30 cent in¬ 
crease in freight rates. Premier 
Manning, on behalf of the province 
said they should be lowered in¬ 
stead of raised. He said Alberta 
was at the pinnacle of Canada’s 
freight rate and the increase asked 
would aggravate disparity. Until 
present inequities are removed, 
there is no hope of establishing a 
satisfactory freight structure. He 
said that in Ontario and Quebec 
the railways had been compelled to 
reduce freight rates because of 
competition and might And them¬ 
selves unable to carry out their 
proposed boost in those area. But 
on the pra'ries, where there is an 
absence of similar competition, the 
increases would be imposed to the 
full, although this area already 
pays the highest freight charges 
in Canada.

rPHE good home body may not launch out on any 
A theories for the settlement of international af¬ 
fairs but she can harmonize all the jangling elements 
of her own household to bring peace. She may never 
be the life of the party but what warmth and cheer 
she creates in her own'home. Her hair may not be 
exquisitely coiffed and curled, but there is some¬ 
thing natural and reassuring in its very smoothness 
and the decisive little knot which ties it in. Her 
hands may not be manicured nor her nails brilliantly 
tinted, but how soothing and healing are those hands 
for the sick and suffering, and how strong is their 
friendly clasp. 

Her exterior generally may be quite plain, but 
her interior is richly and beautifully furnished. She 
may not be a big ballroom attraction, but she is very 
satisfying as a long term companion. She does not 
consider her own- perSonal problems worth broad¬ 
casting, but she has endless patience with those who 
consider themselves to be the most fascinating topic 
i f conversation. She has no ambition to be as young 
as her daughters, but accepts her years with uncon¬ 
scious dignity.' * - 

The language of psychology is to her a closed 
bcok but she can interpret an.l disarm every mood 
and phobia of her family. She is not a brilliant talk¬ 
er but her silences are restful. She may not be able 
to conduct a meeting nor deliver an address, but 
her. meals provide an inspiration of their own. She 
passes unnoticed in a crowd, but she is the 
strength and foundation of her home. 

Her children reproach her for being behind the 
times, but she laughs it off and goes blithely ahead 
instilling her old fashioned 'principles of honor and 
honesty and fidelity. 

There are still quite a number of good home bod¬ 
ies round and about. They do not appear to collect

A new salary schedule, effective

Alberta Dept, of Health Makes 
Effective the Services Available 
to Pensioners, Mothers’ Allow¬ 
ance Recipients.

All Old Age Pensioners, Blind 
pensioners and recipients of Moth¬ 
ers’ allowance have received a pink 
card which gives authorization for 
free medical and dental services. 
The card, properly signed, must be 
presented to the- proper authorities 
i:i order that free service may be 
available. 

In the event of sickness, where 
medical services are required; the - 
card is presented to the physician 
who will provide the necessary 
treatment. 

In hospitalization, the provision 
is for public ward accommodation 
at the nearest hospital centre, and 
includes drugs, dressings, X rays 
and orthopedic appliances as re¬ 
commended by the physician. Cases 
of urgent necessity may be admit¬ 
ted directly. Other cases may be 
admitted on recommendation of 
the physician with approval of the 
Dept, of Public Health, Adminis¬ 
tration Building, Edmonton. 

Cases, other than those of ur¬ 
gent necessity, requiring service 
not available in the local hospital, 
may be provided for in some other 
hospital on recommendation of the 
physician and approval of Dept, of 
Public Health. 

The card, when presented to the 
local dentist entitles the bearer 
and dependents, to complete dental 
sendees with the exception of new 
denture. 

Optical services may be provid¬ 
ed on recommendation of the phys¬ 
ician with approval of the Dept, of 
Fublic Health. 

Drugs are provided free only 
while the patient is in hospital 

Dependents of Pensioners are 
also included in the services above 
mentioned. 

Further information from Dr. 
Cross, Minister of Health is that 
the D^jartment of Health made 
an agreement with the Alberta 
Medical Association for doctors to 
provide all medical, surgical, ob¬ 
stetrical and specialist service 
available in the province to Old 
Age Pensioners. Blind Pensioners, 
Mothers’ Allowance recipients and 
their dependents. The cost to the 
government was set at $10 per 
capita for a 12 month period, the 
Medical Association to administer 
the work. The government pays 
the Association a lump sum each 
’'-month equal to one<-twelfth of $10 
for each person entitled to these 
' services for the month. The Asso¬ 
ciation is responsible for distribu¬ 
tion to members in proportion to 
the service given by each memlher. 

A similar arrangement has been 
made with the Dental Association 
at cost of $3.1 F per capita for a 
l2 month‘period. 

The agreement with the Hospital 
Association stipulates government 
payment based on facilities the 
hospitals can provide. The per day

Now the Boer War 

We are going to hazard an ex¬ 
planation of the humiliating suc¬ 
cession of traps into which the 
English-officered troops have been 
led by the Boers. Do you remem¬ 
ber the English toffs of good fam¬ 
ily, called remittance men, whq 
used to cut suoh a swath in this 
country some eight or ten years 
ago. They used to hang round the 
A Ibertan hotel in Calgary clad in 
fiintastic*garo. Most o# them were 
young gentlemen who had failed to 
n.ake the army. Well, a large pro¬ 
portion of officers in the field to¬ 
day are similarly raised on quite a 
lofty "Social plane. But by the aid 
of good crammers they managed to 
wiggle through the exhmg in which 
th< others failed. 

We know that thes* remittance 
men who abounded out here were 
impractical, helpless, utterly unfit¬ 
ted to cope with any difficulty ex¬ 
cept that of wangling extra remit¬ 
tance from the guvnor at home. It 
wouldn’t be any fun for a Tommy 
out in South Africa to have his life 
placed at the mercy of these bran¬ 
dy.and soda swells.
